Claim 2 has been amended in order to mote particularly point out, and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which the Applicants regard as their invention. The Applicants respectfully submit 
tliat no new matter has been added. It is believed that this Amendment is fully responsive to the 
Office Action dated October 1 8, 2007.

In the Office Action, Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Evans (U.S. Patent No. 5,973.915) in view of Shibata et al- (U.S. PubUshed Application No. 
2001/0004269), Reconsideration and removal of this rejection are respectfully requested in view 
of the presem amendment and the following remarks. 

The Office Action alleges that Evans, in FIGS. 12 and 1 3 shows the claimed feature that "the 
optical axis of the lens is crossing to the front side surface of the main cabinet.'* 

Claim 2 is presenfly amended to more clearly define "front side surface" and "back side 
surface" in relation to the optical axis of the lens, the image pick-up switches, etc. hi the present 
invention the optical axis of the lens is crossing to the from side surfece of the main cabinet, as best 
shown in FIG. 2 in which the front side of main cabinet (1) is shown having lens (2). The hnage 
pick-up switches (4) are shown in FIG. 1 as being on the hads side of the main cabinet (1). 

In Evans, as best shown in FIG. IB, lens (18) is on the sams surface as image pick-up 
switches (12). Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that the present invention is distinct from the
